Talking with a railroader to- 
day the subject of the silk trains 
came up and we Icarned that one 
of the big reasons for the rush 
to get this silk special over the 
railroad to New York was the 
high insurance rate charged. 
The silk trains are the specdiest 
trains run over cither the Cans- 
adian National or Canadian Pa- 
cific lines. They are manned by 
engincers from the fastest pas- 
senger trains. and they beat all 
passenger train times on thetr 
run across the continent. 

When a Hiner from the Orient 
docks with a raw silk cargo the 
silk train is already waiting 
alongside the dock and special 
crews of longshoremen are 
ready to hustle the bales of silk 
from the ship to the cars. On the 
way over from Victoria the 
crew have swung the derricks 
out, got steam up in the donkey 
engines if electric winches are 
not used, and have lifted the 
hatches. The ship is hardly 
docked before the feverish rush 
to get the silk into the train is 
on, and once the last bale is in 
the cars and the special seals 
are on, the train pulls out with- 
out a minute's delay, A ride over 
any division of the transcon- 
tinental lines on a silk train is 
one to be remembered, as the 
men on the different divisions 
try to beat cach other's time. 

An average silk cargo is worth 

7.000.000, and the = interest 
charges amount to 830 an hour. 
Insurance charges are also high, 
and the business is one of the 
best paying the railroads get, so 
competition is keen. Both the 
Canadian roads beat any com- 
hination of American railroads 
in getting the silk to New York, 
and for that reason the bulk of 
the silk cargoes from the Orient 
come into Vancouver and go 
ast over either the Canadian 
National or the Canadian Paci- 
fic lines. Some of the fastest 
runs have been made by Edmon- 
ton railroaders on the run from 
Jasper to Edmonton.
